Bat under the ex- 
cltements produced by war, thougb the demand 
may be somewhat increased, the advance in 
prices is out of all proportion, and notwith- 
sta uo ing there is an abundacce to supply foreiga 
markeis and to meet the home demand, the 
whole Amertean people are compelled to pay 
from $100 to $250 per bbl more for flour than 
would otherwise have been demanded, While a 
few speculators are benefited, the great mass of 
the people are directiy injured, and, in the ag- 
gregate, to (he amount of millions, 

In the advance ip goid caused by the war, it is 
shown that foreign goods of all descriptions have 
been advanced, sud here i- another positive dis- 
ad Vantage te the people which benefits no one, 
and for whieh there is no compensation whai- 
ever. Ifit were possible to form an exact esti- 
mate, or an es'imate approximately exact, of 
the amount{this item is to cost the American peo- 
ple during the war, we are 1 clined to the onin- 
ion that we sbould thereafter hear precious little 
of the benefits arising from the war. The effect 
of the war upon the pub.ic credit, which is an 
item that shou'd pot be lost sight of, is allnded to 
frequently.
